Claims 1-34 are allowable in light of the applicant's amendments and the examiner's 
amendments. The closest prior art in the record are Barany et al, (US Patent No. 5,494,8 10, 
published on February 27, 1996; US Patent No. 5,830,71 1, November 3, 1998; US Patent No. 
6,027,889, filed on May 28, 1997). These prior art do not teach step b) of claim 1 or step d) of 
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claim 29. These prior art either alone or in combination with the other art in the record does not 
teach or reasonably suggest a method for detecting at least first and second target molecules in a 
sample and a method for multiplex detection of a plurality of target molecules in a sample which 
comprise all limitations recited in claims 1 and 29.
